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FPCOR winners and losers

he City of Edmonton is holding a series of public 
Ticats which began last week, reviewing the 

RBC-Dominion Securities report recommending the 
privatization of the city power and water utility, 
EPCOR/AQUALTA. City council paid hundreds of thou- 
sands for this study by the investment arm of the Royal 
Bank. 

Last fall the Parkland Institute, a public policy think 
tank at the University of Alberta, offered to provide an 
objective evaluation of the RBC report and the actual 
benefits of keeping the city power and water utility 
public, for a paltry $50,000. The city council rejected 
the offer. , 

Undaunted, the Parkland Institute conducted its own 
study, which was released last week, just in time for 
the three months of public discussion the city and 
EPCOR have planned around this issue. 

Entitled Light Among the Shadows: The Re- 
Regulation of the Electrical Industry and the Future 
of EPCOR, the Parkland study reviews the RBC- 
Dominion Securities report in light of experiences that 
deregulation or market liberalization (euphemisms for 
privatization) have had in the United Kingdom and the 
United States. 

The report notes that with public utility deregulation 
(or as the report calls it, re-regulation), consumers 
have suffered due to increased service costs while 
managers, brokers, directors and others have pocketed 
hefty financial rewards at the public’s expense. 

Who would benefit from the sale of EPCOR? RBC- 
Dominion Securities could pocket hundreds of millions 
of dollars in fees if the city decided to privatize and 
offer the company up as a public share offering. 

TransAlta Utilities, a huge supporter of last year's 
legislative drive to deregulate utilities, could do well by 
EPCOR’s sale. 

EPCOR is a large-scale generator of power and sev- 


eral companies, including TransAlta, would be happy 
to get their hands on it 

TransAlta is one of two Canadian companies that 
can buy and sell electrical power in the American mar- 
ket. It’s also a key player in promoting the deregulation 
of Ontario Hydro. In Ontario, TransAlta plans to devel- 
op its own power stations once deregulation is com- 
plete. TransAita has been busy developing power sta- 
tions in B.C. as well. This power generation is not for 
local use but for export. Power generated here will be 
sold to the U.S. 

The consumer in Alberta will face increasing black- 
outs and increases in costs of electricity. The blackouts 
last summer are not a result of lacking capacity for 
electrical generation, but the fact that companies like 
TransAlta are shipping electricity to the U.S. 

The losers in this deal would be the rest of us, the 
citizens of Edmonton, Alberta and Canada. Workers 
face massive job losses if the company is privatized. A 
study by the European Federation of Public Service 
Unions released in Brussels this week shows that more 
than 250,000 utility jobs have been lost since 1990 in 
Europe as countries there began to prepare for deregu- 
lation of the electrical markets. The study, A New Era 
or a Dark Age? Electricity Liberalization To Cause 
Job Chaos predicts another 250,000 European jobs 
could be lost in the next five years. 

Its not too late to voice your concern. EPCARE, a 
citizen's action committee has been formed to lobby to 
keep EPCOR a public utility. A web page opposed to 
the privatization of EPCOR/AQUALTA has been 
launched (www.labournet.ca/epcor.html), and con- 
and the international movement to stop it.

hile many of us are preparing 
W to put a close on the 20th cen- 
tury, former Edmontonian 
Paul Daigle is revisiting the first 
decade of the 1900s with his 
evocative costume and set designs 
for the Royal Winnipeg Ballet’s 
production of Dracula. 
ng to Edmonton’s Jubilee 
Auditorium March 2 and 3, this 
full-length ballet, based on the 
classic novel, will bring with it 
thousands of sequins and stones, 
hundreds of metres of fabric, three 
wigs, two moustaches and one 
goatee, all of which have been 
used in creating a total of 61 imagi- 
native costumes. 

Intriguing, but what the hell has 
this got to do with fashion? Plenty! 
In his designs, Daigle has chosen 
to stray from traditional ballet cos- 
tumes and instead has created 
ones with historic influences from 
fashions of the past. 

Designs from the house of 
Worth have long been some of 
Daigle’s favorites and it was 
Dracula that finally gave him the 
opportunity to reflect back on 
these Edwardian styles for inspira- 
tion. While Bram Stoker's tale is 
set in 1897, Daigle has chosen to 
use his “artistic licence” to shift 
the myth to the slightly later date 
of 1908. 

Daigle simply “prefers this time 
period, where dresses were more

sumptuous,” and he finds the sil- 
houette of this time to be more 
interesting. He has chosen to con- 
vey the sadness and darkness of 
this story through the use of 
shape, rather than merely color.

The turn of the 20th « 
marked the beginning of the 
cipation of women in Western cil:

A radical move by Paul Poiret, 
incidentally a designer for the 
House of Worth, was to do away 
with the constricting corsets of 
previous eras. Poiret claimed le 
gave liberty to the body, freeing i 
from the previously constricting 
styles. By moving Stoker's tale oné 
decade later, Daigle may havé 
done the same. 

(Curiously enough, this is nol 
the only commonality shared by 
Daigle and Poiret. Not only did 
Poiret design fashion but also ¢o* 
tumes for the ballet.)

Trial looks billers in the eye 


Horrors of the Holocaust examined in detail in The Investigation

urely one of the greatest hur- 

dies facing a playwright writing 

about the Holocaust is achiev- 
ing verisimilitude. Filtered through 
time, the mind of the playwright, 
the artistic urges of a director and 
the vagaries of a dozen actors’ 
imaginations, verity seems improb- 
able. There is little chance, howev- 
er, you will come away from Peter 
Weiss’s play The Investigation 
without a keen and terrible knowl- 
edge of the horror of Auschwitz 
and Birkenau. 

Thirty-five years ago, Weiss 
attended the Frankfurt Trials. 
Eighteen men were tried for mur- 
der for the roles they played at the 


death camps. 
Instead of recreating the experi- 
ence, Weiss transcribed it. He 


culled the testimony of witnesses 
and accused and built a collage of 
words that is poetic yet devastat- 


Dracula: the extreme ballet 


ingly convincing. 

Unwilling to detract in any way 
from the experience of the few 
survivors and the millions who 
were most monstrously abused 
and perished in the most degrad- 
ing ways, Weiss knew that their 
own words would convince far 
more effectively than anything he 
might invent. 

Weiss embellished nothing. At 
least, not obviously. His work, 
which in its entirety and assuming 
a normal pace, runs at least four 
hours, is stark, unadorned, and 
damningly realistic in its severity. 
In its uncut form, it also becomes 
surrealistically difficult. The audi- 
ence is assaulted. There are no 
breaks, no interruptions. 

Trimming the play to a mere 2- 
1/2 hours admits the danger that 
much of its impact will be lost. In 
an attempt, perhaps, to avoid this 
pitfall, director Paul Gelineau
